elesy was never acknowledged by the author in the collection of his work* though not forgotten 
by bis enemies, and many years after its first appearance it was reprinted by one of his mean and 
malignant antagonists, with the hope of making him (Dryden) appear as an apostate, under the 
title of "An Elegy on the Usurper, Oliver Cromwell, bv the author of ' Absalom and Achitophel.' ** 
The poem consists of thirty-seven stanzas, written in the measure and somewhat in the manner of 
Gondibert. The flow of his versification improved, and his command of poetical language 
extended, but no marks were yet discovered of the luxuriance of early genius, or the overflow of 
a mind full of poetry; nor are there any traces in his language from which we may collect that 
his curiosity had been directed to the study of great poets who flourished In the preceding ave. 
His poetry was in the general style of the time in which he lived ; it did not partake of any indi- 
vidual character, nor was it controlled by any presiding genius. It shows rather a vigorous under- 
standing and quick discernment than a rich imagination, or a fancy lavish of Its youthful store. 
How little does it resemble the early poems of Milton, which were published but a few years 
previous to this time.

When the Restoration took place, Dryden's kinsman and protector in London (Sir Gilbert Pickering, 
a staunch Republican) retired to his native country, and Dryden, now left on his own resources, 
hastened, in conjunction with his brother poets, to efface all memory of his former delinquency by 
publishing his Astraea Redu;x in 1660. This poem is written in the taste and feeling of the 
former. One line 

A horrid ttillntss first invadti the ear 
And in that silence we a tempest fear, 
has been much ridiculed for the incorrectness and supposed absurdity of thought ; but it has been 
successfully vindicated by the reasoning of Johnson. Silence is a privation ; and yet the poets 
give it an active influence and power over the mind — Simul ipsa siltntia frrmt—wet the words of one 
whose exquisite propriety of expression and correctness of thought are yet unrivalled.

Among the numerous poetical miscellanies which began to appear about this period, and form a 
remarkable feature in the literary annals of the time, must be included the present rare work, 
compiled by John Bodenham, the editor also of England's Helicon, rtc, etc. Prefixed to the

The Elizabethan dramatists got their plots in large measure from the Italian Novelists. This is 
well known, but it is not so well known that they got them chiefly from one English book that 
contained translations of over one hundred of the most striking of the Italian " novelle." This 
was W. Painter's ** Palace of Pleasure," which appeared in two editions (1567 and 1575). From 
this Shakespeare derived the plots of " Lucrece," "Timonof Athens," "Alls Well," '* Romeo 
and Juliet," and "Edward III." if that be his. Peele, Marston, Webster, Beaumont and Fletcher, 
Massinger, and Shirley were also indebted to " The Palace of Pleasure " for some of their most 
effective productions. Even as late as the last century Thompson took his " Sophonisba," and 
Johnson his " Irene " from Painter's pages. 

Quite apart from its interest in connection w^ith the Elizabethan drama, of which it is more the 
source than any other single book, Painter's " Palace of Pleasure" contains the first, and often 
the only, translations of the Italian " Novelle " into English. The best of Bandelloand Straparola 
is included in it, while Boccaccio's " i^ecameron " and Queen Margaret's '* Heptameron " were 
first introduced into English in this book of Painter, which is thus a landmark in the development 
of English Literature.

And we may venture to pronounce that Spknsbr at least caught his manner of 
designing allegorical {Personages from this poem, which so greatlv enlarged the formernarrow 
bounds of ideal imagery as that it may be justly deemed an original in that style of painting, for 
we must not forget that it is to this induction Spbnskr alludes to in a sonnet prefixed to his 
pastorals, 1^79.

Some critics imagine that 
Historical Plays owed their origin to this collection. At leas tit is certain that the writers of 
this Mirrour were the first who made a poetical use of the English chronicles recently compiled by 
Fabyan, Hall, and Hollinshkad, which opened a new field of subjects and events, and, I may 
add, produced a great revolution in the state of popular knowledge, for before those elaborate and 
voluminous compilations appeared, the History of England, which had been shut up in Latin 
narratives of the monkish annalists, was unfamiliar and almost unknown to the general reader."
